HE  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 


1945. 


At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  our  thoughts 
naturally  turn  to  the  proposed  National  Health  Service 
and  the  future  of  this  and  other  Hospitals  but  our  main 
duty  is  to  present  an  account  of  our  stewardship  for  the 
twelve  months  ending  31st  December,  1945  and  the  space 
that  can  be  spared  for  coming  developments  is  limited. 
We  must  however,  allow  ourselves  to  record  that  we  fully 
associate  ourselves  with  the  view  commonly  held  by  most 
voluntary  hospitals  that  we  consider  a  scheme  which  takes 
away  the  personal  interest  of  subscribers  and  friends  and 
the  responsibility  of  the  individual  Board  of  Management 
to  use  its  own  funds  and  develop  its  own  organization  to 
meet  local  needs  to  be  very  dangerous  and  not  to  the  best 
advantage  of  the  patient,  but  we  are  in  favour  of  the  British 
Hospitals  Association’s  scheme  for  regionalization. 

The  year  1945  saw  the  end  of  two  Wars  and  the  return 
to  the  Service  of  this  Hospital  of  Mr.  B.  P.  Robinson,  Hon. 
Laryngologist  and  Dr.  N.  W.  Rawlings,  Hon.  Anaesthetist, 
and  of  Mr*.  S.  A.  Haworth,  Hon.  Secretary.  But  it  did  not 
bring  any  easing  in  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  domestic 
and  nursing  staff  for  our  wards. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  out-patients  attending 
Hardman  Street  and  Bowdon  noted  in  the  General  Report 
can  probably  be  ascribed  to  the  departure  from  the  district 
of  people  evacuated  from  London  and  elsewhere.  Since 
the  return  of  Mr.  B.  P.  Robinson  we  have  been  able  to  open 
the  clinic  at  Bowdon  three  days  a  week  again  so  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  1946  will  see  an  increase  in  numbers  attending. 
The  number  of  operations  performed  in  1944  was  a  “record” 
— 1,437 — but  we  cannot  report  having  broken  this  record 
even  if  it  were  desirable  to  be  continually  “going  one  better.” 
The  actual  number  was  1,359  which  shows  the  importance 
of  the  work  carried  on  here  in  spite  of  acute  staffing  diffi¬ 
culties.  During  most  of  the  year  this  branch  has  been 
without  a  Resident  Surgical  Officer  but  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  post  is  filled  and  we  hope  to  reduce  considerably  the 
waiting  list  which  has  been  formed. 
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The  two  new  sterilizers  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report 
have  been  installed  and  are  working  :  further  improvements 
to  equipment  and  theatre  will  be  recorded  in  our  next 
report. 

At  Delamere  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  for 
beds — an  experience  common  to  ail  Sanatoria  and  the 
natural  result  of  overcrowded  living  conditions,  war-time 
rations  and  war-time  hours  and  conditions  of  work  and  of 
leisure.  Unfortunately  the  increased  delay  before  a  patient 
can  be  admitted  means  a  serious  deterioration  in  his  or 
her  condition  subsequent  to  diagnosis  and  consequently 
a  tendency  towards  a  longer  stay  in  Hospital  and  so  an 
extension  in  the  waiting  list.  A  vicious  circle  is  thus  set 
up  which  can  only  be  broken  by  more  beds  being  made 
available  throughout  the  country. 

The  kitchen  is  now  re-equipped  with  modern  apparatus 
of  the  latest  fuel-economy  type  and  can  compare  favourably 
with  any  in  the  country.  Further  improvements  will  be 
shortly  necessary  in  the  refrigeration  plant  and  the  electric 
lifts  serving  the  main  building.  Irrespective  of  the  future 
ownership  of  the  Sanatorium  it  is  intended  to  execute  this 
work  and  any  other  improvements  necessary  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  Hospital  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  latest  ideas  :  as  in  most  spheres  at  the  present 
time,  Permits  and  Licences  have  to  be  obtained  and  these, 
coupled  with  shortage  of  supplies  and  labour  and  other 
dfficulties  in  the  manufacture  and  installation  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  we  desire,  are  unfortunately  limiting  factors. 

Reference  is  made  on  a  later  page  to  the  scheme  for 
the  colonization  or  after-employment  of  ex-patients  ;  the 
scheme  has  worked  well  and  will  be  continued. 

The  workshops  for  male  and  female  patients  have 
been  used  extensively  and  our  thanks  are  extended  to  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  for  many  parcels  of  material 
which  have  been  given  during  the  year. 

Finance. 

Running  costs  have  continued  to  rise  owing  to  wage 
increases  and  higher  prices  for  the  thousand  and  one  items 
purchased,  whether  of  a  consumable  or  expendable  nature 
or  in  the  normal  run  of  replacements  of  articles  in  constant 
use  requiring  renewal.  The  Government’s  policy  in  favour 
of  cheaper  money  reduces  the  yield  from  our  invested 
funds,  whenever  our  scrip  is  due  for  conversion  or  repayment. 
We  therefore  have  to  appeal  to  those  who  help  us  with 
gifts  of  money  to  continue  and  if  possible  extend  their 
support. 
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The  Board  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Dr.  W.  Wright 
who  has  acted  as  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  Hardman 
Street  for  many  years  and  the  Medical  Staff  is  weakened 
by  his  passing  :  we  are  strengthened  however  by  the  return 
from  H.M.  Forces  of  the  two  Honoraries  named  above 
and  we  extend  to  them  a  hearty  greeting. 

It  is  difficult  to  express  our  thanks  to  those  who  have 
given  their  time,  services  and  money  to  furthering  the  work 
done  during  the  year.  We  record  with  pleasure  the  genero¬ 
sity  of  our  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  of  those 
who  have  given  us  donations  and  subscriptions,  of  our 
Honorary  Auditors,  and  those  who  have  organized  collec¬ 
tions  and  efforts  on  our  behalf  and  widened  the  interest 
of  the  general  public  in  our  battle  against  disease.  To  try 
to  mention  all,  as  they  deserve  would  be  to  exceed  our 
ration  of  paper  and  we  plead  forgiveness  for  any  sins  of 
omission  and  ask  that  the  pages  that  follow  may  be  allowed 
to  bear  tribute  to  those  many  individuals  and  organizations 
that  have  helped. 

Our  paid  Medical  Staffs,  Matrons,  Nursing,  Domestic 
and  Administrative  personnel  have  had  heavy  burdens  to 
shoulder  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  borne  them  is 
deserving  of  the  fullest  praise  and  appreciation.

The  above  table  illustrates  the  admissions  during  the 
year,  and  for  comparison  the  corresponding  admissions  of 
last  year  are  added  in  brackets. 

The  figures  for  the  two  years  are  almost  identical  and 
the  increase  in  females  and  the  decrease  in  males  as  compared 
with  1944  is  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  during  the  year, 
in  order  to  help  in  the  administrative  problems  of  Abergele 
Sanatorium,  we  converted  eight  of  our  male  beds  for  female 
use.  The  proportion  of  male  beds  to  female  beds  in  the 
Sanatorium  is  now  33  to  76.

Results  of  Treatment. 

(a).  Routine  Treatment  only.

Cases  positive  on  discharge  require  explanation,  which 
is  as  follows.  Four  were  transferred  to  Baguley  Sanatorium 
for  thoracoplasty.  One  was  discharged  by  arrangement 
with  the  patient's  Physician,  to  return  later  for  thoraco¬ 
plasty.  Six  were  chronic  cases  with  extensive  lung 
involvement.  Two  were  discharged  against  advice,  one  of 
whom  was  under  21  years  of  age,  and  at  the  request  of  her 
mother.  In  both  cases  it  is  probable  that  treatment  would 
have  produced  a  satisfactory  result. 

( b )  Artificial  Pneumothorax.  Total  number — 52  Cases. 

(i a )  Discharged  with  Artificial  Pneumothorax  maintained. 

Discharged  with  positive  sputum — -5  Cases,  i.e.  11.9% 

Discharged  with  negative  sputum — 37  Cases,  i.e.  88.1% 

( b )  Artificial  Pneumothorax  abandoned  during  residence. 

Discharged  with  positive  sputum — 5  Cases,  i.e.  50.0% 

Discharged  with  negative  sputum — 5  Cases,  i.e.  50.0% 

Under  group  (a)  positive  cases  dismissed  were  as 
follows  : — One  was  an  older  person  who  had  shown  consider¬ 
able  improvement  with  artificial  pneumothorax  treatment, 
but  had  many  intra-pleural  adhesions  which  were  seen  by 
thoracoscopy  to  be  indivisible.  The  artificial  pneumothorax 
was  maintained  because  of  a  benefit  experienced  by  the 
patient.  One  was  a  bilateral  case  in  whom  improvement 
to  one  lung  was  obtained  by  artificial  pneumothorax, 
with  a  chronic  condition  in  the  other  lung.  Two  cases  were 
irregular  discharges,  one  against  advice,  and  the  other 
because  of  a  serious  breach  of  the  Hospital  regulations. 
One  was  transferred  to  another  Sanatorium  following  a 
change  of  address. 

Under  group  ( b )  cases  with  positive  sputum  on  dis¬ 
charge  were  as  follows  : — Three  cases  were  transferred 
to  Baguley  Sanatorium  for  thoracoplasty.  One  was  dis¬ 
charged  against  advice.  One  died.

(c)  Internal  Pneumolysis. 

During  the  year  thoracoscopy  was  performed  on  27  cases. 
In  six  cases  the  adhesions  were  found  to  be  inoperable, 
and  in  the  remaining  21  the  adhesions  were  divided.  Of 
the  cases  in  which  successful  internal  pneumolysis  had 
been  carried  out,  7  have  now  been  discharged  and  the 
remainder  are  still  undergoing  treatment.  In  addition  4 
patients  were  discharged  in  which  the  adhesions  had 
been  divided  the  previous  year,  making  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  discharged  in  which  operation  for  division  of 
adhesions  had  been  carried  out,  11. 

(d)  Phrenic  Nerve  Operations. 

During  the  year,  crushing;  of  the  phrenic  nerve  was 
carried  out  by  Mr.  Graham  Bryce  in  3  cases,  all  of  whom 
are  still  undergoing  treatment.  In  addition,  2  cases  were 
discharged  in  whom  the  operation  had  been  carried  out 
the  previous  year. 

(e)  Thoracoplasty. 

During  the  year,  10  cases  were  transferred  for  thora¬ 
coplasty  to  Baguley  Sanatorium  for  operation  by  Mr. 
Graham  Bryce.  3  cases  were  returned  from  Baguley, 
following  operation  ;  of  these,  2  were  still  under  treatment 
at  the  end  of  the  year  and  were  showing  satisfactory 
progress,  and  1  died. 

(/)  Gold  Treatment.  ( Crisalbine ) 

Of  the  10  cases  treated  by  crisalbine,  7  had  no  other 
specialized  form  of  treatment,  and  of  these,  2  had  positive 
sputum  on  discharge  and  5  had  negative  sputum. 

In  the  remaining  3  cases,  gold  therapy  was  carried  out 
as  an  additional  form  of  treatment,  to  artificial  pneumo¬ 
thorax  in  2  cases  and  to  operation  on  the  phrenic  nerve  in 
1  case.  Of  these,  1  was  positive  on  discharge  ;  this  was  the 
case  previously  mentioned  as  being  dismissed  from  the 
Hospital,  under  section  B.  group  (a).

X-Ray  Department. 

The  X-Ray  apparatus  continued  to  be  in  constant 
use  throughout  the  year,  and  the  total  number  of  films 
taken  was  785.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  ensuing  year  new 
equipment  may  be  installed,  to  allow  more  comprehensive 
work  in  this  department. 

Laboratory. 

The  routine  work  of  the  laboratory  which  is  concerned 
with  the  examination  of  sputum,  urine,  pus  and  pleural 
fluid,  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  an  additional  room  was  converted  into 
an  animal  room,  to  allow  tests  to  be  carried  out  on  guinea- 
pigs  and  rabbits. 

The  results  of  the  research  in  “Blood  Viscosity,"  were 
incorporated  in  a  paper  which  was  sent  to  Denmark  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  will  be  published  early  in 
1946  in  “The  Acta  Tuberculosea  Scandinavica."  This 
work  is  published  under  the  names  of  Dr.  Houston,  Mr. 
R.  B.  Whittington,  and  Dr.  J.  Harkness,  of  the  Royal 
Asylum,  Montrose,  who  collaborated. 

Nursing  Staff. 

During  the  year  the  position  with  regard  to  the  Nursing 
Staff  remained  difficult,  but  considerable  assistance  was 
obtained  by  the  employment  of  three  Staff-Nurses  for 
periods  of  four  to  six  months.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  fact  that  the  Nurses,  who  trained  at  Ancoats  General 
Hospital,  Mill  Lane,  Ancoats,  Manchester,  volunteered  to 
do  tuberculosis  nursing  at  the  Sanatorium  during  the  period 
of  waiting  between  the  completion  of  their  general  training 
and  the  commencement  of  their  midwifery  training, 
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Domestic  Staff. 


The  domestic  staff  has  during  the  year  been  further 
reduced  in  numbers,  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  appeared 
unable  to  give  any  assistance.  In  fact,  during  the  year  on 
three  occasions,  applications  were  made  to  the  Matron  from 
girls  living  in  Southern  Ireland  who  wished  to  take  up  em¬ 
ployment  at  the  Sanatorium,  and  in  each  case  these  appli¬ 
cations  were  turned  down  by  the  Ministry. 

The  health  of  the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staffs  has 
remained  very  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  only  a 
few  cases  of  minor  illnesses  have  occurred. 

Visiting  Staff. 

Throughout  the  year  the  visiting  surgical,  medical 
and  dental  staff  have  continued  their  regular  visits,  and  to 
them  the  Hospital  extends  its  thanks  for  their  generous 
assistance  and  co-operation. 

To  the  Reverend  Mr.  Barns  and  the  Reverend  Father 
Higgins  we  also  express  our  appreciation  for  the  comfort 
they  have  been  to  the  patients  and  Staff  throughout  the 
year. 

Entertainment. 

The  entertainment  of  patients  has  continued  during 
the  year  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1944,  and  this  is  as  follows  : — 

During  the  winter  months  on  Tuesday  evenings  there 
is  play-reading  by  the  patients,  which  is  broadcast  on  the 
wireless  system  throughout  the  Hospital.  This  is  alternated 
on  occasions  with  gramophone  recitals.  On  Wednesday 
evenings  there  is  a  film  show  for  patients  who  are  up  for 
four  hours  and  over,  in  the  Patients’  Dining-hall.  On 
Friday  evenings  the  up-patients  have  some  types  of  enter¬ 
tainments  in  the  Dining-hall  which  take  the  form  of  whist- 
drives,  beetle-drives,  wireless  quiz  or  other  form  of  enter¬ 
tainment  bee.  On  the  same  evening  bed-patients  have  a 
competition,  making  use  of  the  Hospital  broadcasting 
system. 

During  the  summer,  entertainment  is,  as  far  as  possible, 
out  of  doors,  and  consists  of  bowling  and  putting 
competitions,  with  occasional  whist-drives  on  wet  evenings. 
In  addition,  the  usual  indoor  games  are  provided  for  the 
patients,  including  billiards  for  the  male  patients. 
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From  the  funds,  which  the  patients  have  collected 
and  from  the  Canteen,  money  is  provided  to  give  prizes  for 
the  Friday  evening  competitions.  During  the  year  two 
sales  of  work  were  held  in  the  Hospital,  and  from  these 
sufficient  funds  were  obtained  to  enable  the  entertainments 
to  be  continued. 

In  addition,  a  variety  concert  was  provided  by  the 
patients  early  in  the  year,  and  in  the  summer-time  a  film 
show  was  given  by  the  British  Sailors’  Society,  to  whom 
we  extend  our  thanks. 

Library.  ♦ 

During  the  year  new  volumes  have  been  obtained  by 
subscribing  to  Hutchinsons  Book  Club,  and  from  various 
voluntary  outside  sources.  Donations  of  books  to  the 
Hospital  library  are  always  most  gratefully  accepted.
